Planner to 
retire after 
3 decades

When Deborah Dachos started her career 
at Agawam Town Hall, a town planner was a 
luxury for many communities. 

Now, 33 years after becoming the first 
planner in Agawam’s history, Dachos has 
decided to retire, announcing her intention to 
leave her position on Feb. 13, 2015. 

Dachos, officially known as the Planning 
and Community Development Director, 
has helped guide 
Agawam through a 
modernization of its 
zoning and develop- 
ment of its business 
and industrial dis- 
tricts. She has also 
helped guide the 
town through the 
processes of grant 
funding and historic 
preservation. 

Now, Dachos says 
she is ready for the next step in her life. She 
is hoping to spend some time vacationing in 
Maine, and may later decide to pursue an- 
other profession in her spare time. 

“T have really loved working for the town 
for the last 33 years,” said Dachos. “But the 
job does come with its stresses. I definitely 
would enjoy doing something that is less 
stressful. 

Dachos started out with a bachelor’s de- 
gree in government and began working as a 
planner at the Pioneer Valley Planning Com- 
mission. She later obtained a master’s degree 
in planning from the University of Massa- 
chusetts-Amherst, and worked for a short 
time in Fitchburg. 

The towns of Agawam and Amherst were 
then advertising for planner positions, and 
she applied. 

“IT was looking for a shorter commute to 
work,” said Dachos. “I really loved the in- 
terview process I went through here in Aga- 
wam.” 

Staying in the same position for nearly 
one’s entire career is a rare now. Dachos says 
the people at Agawam Town Hall and mem- 
bers of the community are the reasons she 
has stayed on for so long.

‘Spectacular’ benefits Latin American mission

Pastors at Bethany Assembly of God 
describe this weekend’s performances, 
which are free to attend, as their Christ- 
mas gift to Agawam and surrounding 
towns. But it’s more than that. It’s also a 
gift to classrooms full of needy children 
in Central America. 

“The Nativity Symphony,” the 40th 
annual Singing Christmas Tree Spec- 
tacular, opened Dec. 5 and continues 
with performances at 7 p.m. Friday and 
Saturday, Dec. 12-13, and at both 2 and 
6 p.m. Sunday, Dec. 14. There is no cost 
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to attend, but the church will collect do- 
nations to support Latin America Child- 
Care, a mission group building a school 
in Panama. 

The presentation includes symphon- 
ic sound from a mixture of volunteer 
and professional musicians, a 70-voice 
church choir and a complex light and 
projection show. It’s funded entirely 
through the church’s annual budget, and 
members of the mission trip will pay for 
their own airfare and lodging. All money 
raised in donations is spent on construc- 
tion costs in Panama. 

“Not a penny stays here,” said Music 
Minister Ken Bryars. “It’s all for kids.” 

Residents of 24 de Diciembre, a dis- 
trict of Panama near the nation’s capital 
city, will use the donated funds to buy 
construction materials. Later this winter, 


about two dozen members of the Beth- 
any congregation will arrive on their 
11-day mission trip. Last year, Bethany 
helped build a four-classroom, two- 
bathroom schoolhouse; this year, they 
plan to add a second story. 

In previous years, Bethany has teamed 
up with LACC — an arm of the interna- 
tional Assemblies of God organization 
— to build schools in Bolivia, the Do- 
minican Republic, Honduras, Nicaragua 
and other Latin American countries. 

Pairing a Christmas production with a 
foreign mission is a natural match, Beth- 
any Senior Pastor Richard Adams said. 

“Jesus came [to us] to be a gift,” 
Adams said. “We celebrate him in the 
Christmas service, and then we embody 
him by also serving.”

The county’s district attorney-elect met 
recently with a cross section of Agawam 
community and school officials as he pre- 
pares to assume the top elected law enforce- 
ment post. 

Anthony Gulluni stopped at Agawam 
High School early Friday morning, Dec. 5, 
to talk with a group that meets meets month- 
ly to share information about Agawam stu- 
dents. The diverse group of about 20 people 
— school administrators, community mem- 
bers, clergy, health professionals, school 
police officers, and students — talked with 
Gulluni for nearly an hour. 

Gulluni said he looks forward to working 
with Agawam’s school leaders and its com- 
munity partners. 

He said community groups like Aga- 
wam’s are part of a growing trend that are 
crucial to the “ultimate success” of helping 
troubled youth.am group part of a growing 
trend. The Agawam meeting gave Gulluni 
“a sense of optimism” about the growing 
recognition that community collaborations 
can make a difference. 

Gulluni added that community-based 
approaches are now considered more ef- 
fective. The old ways of policing — the 
“heavy-handed, us-against-them-approach, 
the lock ’em-up and throw-away-the-key- 
approach” — are largely viewed as “inef- 
fective,” he said. 

“We can do the work in the courtroom, 
but from my perspective — and when my

administration starts — we’re going to do 
a lot that is outside the courtroom,” said the 
district attorney-elect. 

Gulluni, 34, will be the youngest person 
to become the county’s DA. He joked that 
he’s so young that he was asked for a hall- 
way pass on his way to the meeting. But he 
takes his job very seriously. 

He’s not officially the DA until he’s 
sworn in Jan. 7, but that hasn’t prevented 
him from meeting with various community 
groups as he transitions into his new office. 
Unopposed in the November election, he’s 
effectively been district attorney-elect since 
defeating three other Democratic candidates 
in a September primary. 

Although his background is as a prosecu- 
tor — he joined the DA’s office in 2010 — 
Gulluni also has had experience counseling 
at-risk youth. He said that’s one reason why 
he plans to expand youth diversion pro- 
grams, such as the Salvation Army’s Bridg- 
ing the Gap. Successfully completing such 
programs offers offenders an opportunity to 
avoid criminal prosecution. 


Core issues 

Gulluni said nearly 80 percent of the of- 
fenders who come through the court system 
are dealing with some type of substance 
abuse or mental health issue. He pledged to 
a do a better job in the coming years by fo- 
cusing on those core issues. 

“This is an important part of what we’re 
going to do in combating issues that are par- 
ticular to your school system, to the high 
school, and to the young people who are in

this school,” he said. 

Gulluni explained that many crimes are 
an outgrowth of substance abuse and men- 
tal health issues. “We have to do a better job 
of addressing those issues — and hopefully 
solving them — so the criminality and out- 
growth doesn’t continue.” 

School Superintendent William Sapelli 
said one of the problems plaguing school 
efforts to help students in trouble is getting 
parents to become involved in the situation. 
The incoming DA said parent intervention 
can often be “a difficult hurdle to surmount,” 
but he explained there are programs in the 
DA’s office that can help students. 

“We have a great victim/witness advocacy 
program that is especially robust in the juve- 
nile court. Our advocates are great at bring- 
ing in the right agencies and identifying 
problems when there is some willingness on 
the part of parents to engage,” Gulluni said. 


DA ‘cares’ about Agawam 
Town Clerk Richard Theroux, who helped 
to arrange Gulluni’s visit, told the group that 
Agawam is “very fortunate to have a new, 


young, aggressive DA who cares about your 
issues.” 

Most participants at the meeting — includ- 
ing Gulluni — noted that Agawam doesn’t 
face the types of problems in Springfield and 
Holyoke schools. AHS Principal Steve Le- 
manski said the high school usually has no 
more than three students each year who are 
arrested. 

Troy Gallerani and Anna Pellegrino, two 
AHS juniors who attended the meeting, said 
AHS has far fewer problems because of 
concerted efforts to include students — es- 
pecially incoming freshmen — in programs 
and activities. 

“Tt’s gotten much better, especially this 
year,” said Gallerani. He said when groups 
of upper classmen and freshmen are involved 
in sports and other extracurricular activities 
students feel included instead of excluded. 

Pellegrino added that many freshmen 
start down the “wrong” path because they 
feel isolated in school. “Some upper class- 
men can influence freshmen with their bad 
behavior because the freshmen want to feel 
accepted.”

Cut fat in state 
budget first 


f the state Legislature does hold off Gov. 
[== Patrick’s plan for a mid-year cut 

in state aid to cities and towns, kudos to 
them. But their job isn’t over. 

Representatives and senators should hold 
the line on state aid, as they said they would 
in interviews with the Agawam Advertiser 
News earlier this month, and as requested 
by City Councilor George Bitzas in a resolu- 
tion that the council plans to vote on next 
week. They should do it not just because of 
the havoc it would cause with local budgets, 
but also because local governments have cut 
enough already — and (this is where the 
Legislature’s unfinished business comes in) 
state government hasn’t. 

Cities, towns and school districts have 
been cutting, cutting, cutting for the past 10 
years, since before the economy collapsed. 
Budget growth is limited by Proposition 2 
1/2 but so-called annual “fixed costs” — the 
price of heating fuel and electricity, build- 
ing maintenance and health insurance, for 
example — often outpace the increase in lo- 
cal receipts. Union contracts almost always 
include annual wage increases, regardless of 
whether the town can afford it. 

In most towns, where taxpayers have seen 
their own private-sector salaries reduced or 
held steady while their own household fixed 
costs increase, there’s little appetite for a 
Proposition 2 1/2 override to hike property 
taxes. So towns have spent the past decade 
finding new ways to “trim the fat.” They’re 
running pretty lean now. 

Can the same be said of Beacon Hill? 

Has the state government done everything 
it possibly can to eliminate and consolidate 
unnecessary agencies, offices and employ- 
ees? To investigate and curb abuse of the 
state’s taxpayer-funded social services? To 
ensure efficiency and diligence in all capital 
procurement and construction projects? To 
justify every dollar of the 36 billion in its 
budget? 

It makes sense. When there’s waste and 
fraud at the local level, it happens on a small 
scale and it’s more likely to be spotted — by 
an adversarial city councilor, a conscientious 
town auditor, the local press or an ordinary 
citizen who can gain first-hand experience 
with the problem. 

When waste and fraud exist at the state 
and federal levels, however, they are larger 
in scope and harder to detect, buried in ob- 
scure bureaucracy and hidden within multi- 
million-dollar line items. The larger an en- 
terprise is, the harder it is for an outsider or 
a reformer to prevent or even identify cor- 
ruption. 

Nonetheless, it’s the Legislature’s job — 
and the task of the new governor — to renew 
their focus on an exercise that towns across 
Massachusetts have been repeating, every 
spring, for at least a decade: cutting the fat 
wherever it can be found.

Christmas Ice Cream Cake 


wo of my favorite dessert recipes are the inspi- 

ration for this dessert — the frosting from my 
Candy Cane Cake and the idea from my Cookies 
and Ice Cream Cake. This recipe can be used in any 
size mold. I have used a star, a Christmas stocking, 
a wreath, and of course, a Christmas tree. If desired, 
individual desserts can be formed with a 
simple muffin pan. Since this recipe will 
yield five cups, my recommendation is 
to choose the cake form you wish to use 
and if there is any mixture leftover, use the 
muffin pan or any smaller holiday form. 
Be sure you have enough room in your 
freezer to hold whatever size dessert your 
mold will yield. 

Since the ice cream sandwiches need 
to be kept frozen, be sure to cut the sand- 
wiches into cubes quickly. Decorating this 
dessert is a fun activity for children. You 
can use green food coloring in the final 
layer of whipped topping or just keep it white. Dec- 
orate with peppermint candies, colored sugar, M & 
M’s, or any other edible confection of your choice.

1 T. instant vanilla pudding mix 
1 T. cold milk 
2 T. finely crushed candy cane

2-8 oz. tubs of whipped topping, thawed

Line a five-cup Christmas mold with plastic wrap 
and set aside. In a large mixing bowl, combine pud- 
ding mix, milk, crushed candy cane, and extract 
with a wire whisk. Stir in 1% cups of whipped top- 
ping and set aside. Cut each ice cream 
sandwich into 24 cubes and quickly 
add to whipped topping mixture and 
fold together. Pour mixture into pre- 
pared mold and cover with plastic 
wrap. Freeze for at least 45 minutes to 
set. 

Remove from mold onto serving 
plate and discard plastic wrap.

Robotics tourney in 
town this Saturday 


Agawam Robotics Education Association 
will host the seventh annual FIRST Lego 
League Agawam Qualifying Tournament / 
JrFLL Expo Saturday, Dec. 13, from 9 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. at Agawam Junior High School. 
Weeks of hard work will culminate at this 
high-energy, sports-like tournament where 
teams will demonstrate their problem- 
solving skills, creative thinking, teamwork, 
competitive play, sportsmanship and sense 
of community. Among the participants are 
teams from the Agawam school district 
along with teams from other local areas in 
Massachusetts. This event is free and open 
to the public. 

FIRST Lego League is an international 
program for children ages 9 to 16 (9 to 14 
in the U.S., Canada, and Mexico) in more 
than 80 countries, created in a partnership 
between FIRST and the Lego Group in 
1998 to get children excited about science 
and technology. Each year in late summer, 
the FIRST Lego League releases a themed, 
three-part challenge based on a real-world 
scientific topic applied through a “robot 
game,” a “project” and a signature set of 
FIRST Lego League “core values,” which 
are the overarching way the challenge is 
completed. 

Teams of up to 10 children participate 


in the challenge by programming an au- 
tonomous robot to score points on a themed 
playing field (robot game) and developing 
a solution to a problem they have identified 
(project). Past challenges have been based 
on topics such as biomedical engineering, 
nanotechnology, climate, quality of life for 
senior populations and transportation. 

This season, the “world class” challenge 
is asking the children from around the world 
to research a better or more innovative way 
to help someone learn. Teams will also 
build, test and program an autonomous ro- 
bot using Lego Mindstorms NXT technol- 
ogy to solve a set of learning missions. The 
cornerstones of the experience are the FLL 
core values, which emphasize contributions 
of others, friendly competition, learning and 
community involvement. 

The competition is judged in three cat- 
egories — project, robot, and core values. 
Teams with highest overall performance 
will advance to the Massachusetts State 
Championship Tournament, which will take 
place at Worcester Polytechnic Institute on 
Dec. 20. The highest honor will then go to 
one team from Massachusetts, with the op- 
portunity to participate in the FIRST World 
Festival at the Edward Jones Dome in St. 
Louis in April.

Askins, a sophomore, did serve 


as a backup to Walles last season. 
He played in some games, but did 
not see significant time in the net. 
McAnanama also saw some time, 


though brief. 
The roster features a lot of for- 
wards, including seniors Zach 


Circosta, Elijah Bard, and Cam 
Rivest. Rivest and Circosta were 
both starters for Agawam last year.

AGAWAM —- The Agawam

The Shepherd Hill boys reached the Division 2 finals as did 
the North Middlesex girls in Division 2, while both Quabbin 
and North Middlesex were each ousted in the semifinals.

The Quabbin and Tantasqua girls each reached the semifinals 
in Division 2. Both North Brookfield squads and the Shep- 
herd Hill girls were ousted in their first tournament games in 
their respective divisions.

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Charting a 


Agawam eighth graders have yet to gradu- 
ate from junior high school, but many are al- 
ready thinking about college. 

They got a jump start on their college plan- 
ning when Westfield State University Presi- 
dent Elizabeth Preston, along with members 
of her administrative cabinet, faculty, and 
several students, visited AJHS in late October. 

They fielded questions from eighth graders, 
discussed college life, talked about prepar- 
ing for college, and shared what’s expected 
of collegians — both from the perspective of 
professors and students. 

“Tt’s rare to get a university president and 
administrative cabinet to visit a junior high 
school,” said AJHS Principal Norm Robbins. 
The visit — initiated by AJHS — is part of 
an eight-year plan to increase the number of 
AJHS students who are prepared to take col- 
lege courses. 

“Not every student will go on to college — 
but that doesn’t mean we can’t set the bar high 
and give students something to which they 
can aspire,” added Robbins. 


Academic teams organized by colleges 

To help inspire students to prepare for col- 
lege, AJHS created partnerships with seven 
area colleges and universities. Each AJHS 
academic team, comprised of teachers and 
students, adopted one of those college or uni- 
versity names. 

In addition to Team WSU, there is Team 
Springfield College, Team UConn, Team 
UMass, Team University of Rhode Island, and 
Team Western New England University. Only 
members of Team WSU attended the WSU 
presentation. Robbins said he’s trying to ar- 
range for the other eighth grade teams to meet 
with their respective college or university. 

Preston, her administrative staff, and four 
WSU students kicked off their presentation 
with words of advice about college life and 
a short video about the university. AJHS stu- 
dents then returned to their homerooms for

more informal conversations with the WSU 
guests. The presentation and conversations 
were aimed at getting students to think about 
college. 

“Many had no idea what college is or that 
college is within their reach. Many think it’s 
totally out of their families’ budget,’ said 
WSU spokesperson Molly Watson. 

AJHS students got an “up-close look at 
what college encompasses” added Watson. 
She said the university representatives wanted 
to encourage eighth graders to look at col- 
lege in a different way when they enter high 
school. 


Students gain new perspective on college 
Several eighth grade students and teachers 
said the visit was a valuable experience. “The 
presentation was very cool,” said Ben Miel- 
nikowski. Planning a career as an architect, he 
wants to hone his geometry skills so he can 
“design and build nice structures.” 


Mielnikowski said he realized he “definite- 
ly needs better time management so I have 
time to study for tests and projects in college.” 

English teacher Anita Quinn called it an 
“eye-opener” for eighth graders. “College 
isn’t that far away. This visit helped them see 
that what they’re doing now does matter.” 

Quinn said her students also heard the mes- 
sage that good writing skills and good study 
habits are important if they want to succeed 
in college and in a career. “Talking with WSU 
faculty and students gave eighth graders a new 
perspective on college. It was almost like be- 
ing on campus.” 

One of the things Yazrali Batista liked hear- 
ing was the opportunity to study abroad and 
visit other countries 

“That’s something I hope to do one day,” 
Batista said. “College is a place to meet new 
people and make new friends.” 

Batista, who plans to be a veterinarian, said 
he would like to visit the WSU campus in per- 
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course for college 


son. He may get his wish. AJHS and WSU are 
working on a campus tour for eighth graders 
this spring. 

Brianna Santucci hopes to become a kin- 
dergarten teacher. The eighth grader said the 
video presentation was very helpful. “It gave 
me an idea of what college actually looks 
like — and where I might want to go when I 
graduate high school.” 

Spanish teacher Pam Rivers said the WSU 
presentation was “well done,” covering many 
aspects of college life. “This visit was very 
useful in motivating students to do better in 
school and to start planning their futures. 
Many of my students are now more excited 
about attending college.” 

WSU’s Watson said AJHS did “a terrific 
job” of organizing the event and making 
WSU representatives feel welcome. “Most 
important, teachers did a great job of prepar- 
ing students. Everyone from WSU was very 
impressed with the thoughtfulness of the stu- 
dents’ questions.” 


‘Never too early to start planning’ 

College to career readiness is a major goal 
of the Common Core standards used for Aga- 
wam students. Robbins said the college part- 
nerships and the WSU visit help expose stu- 
dents to college early on so they know what 
classes they need to take for college. “We 
would be doing our students a disservice if we 
didn’t do this.” 

He said the goal is to not only encourage 
students to consider college, but also to pre- 
pare them for the rigors of college. “We want 
our students to understand that it’s never too 
early to start planning and that college can be 
an actual possibility if they prepare for it.” 

Joseph Pellegrino is good with numbers 
and wants to major in business administration 
in college. The WSU visit helped him to un- 
derstand that he’ll enjoy more freedom to set 
his college schedule, but he’ll be responsible 
for preparing for his classes. ““That’s why now 
is the time for me to start focusing and prepar- 
ing for college.” 
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
